WASHINGTON (#—Major provisions of the civil rights bill 
passed Friday night by the Senate would: 


1: Make it a federal crime to use threats or force to impede the 
enforcement of any federal’court orders,: including those issued in 
school integration disputes. 


2. Make it a federal crime to cross state lines in flight from 
prosecution or punishment for bombing any building or structure. 
This section also would make it a federal crime to aid or abet the 
interstate movement of explosives for use in illegal bombings, and 
authorize penalties up to death if the bombings have fatal results. 


3. Require state and local election officials to preserve for 22 
months all election records, and to make the documents available 
to the attorney general for examination on his written demand. 


4. Allow the government to provide educational facilities for 
| the children of members of the armed forces on active duty in 
_ areas where public schools have been closed as a result of inte- 
| gration disputes. 


| 5. Allow federal courts and federal voting referees to register 
| Negroes to vote in areas where the court finds a pattern of dis- 
| crimination has denied the applicants the right to have their names 
| entered on the rolls of eligible voters.

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Classroom Needs 
Should Get Priority 


The promise by State School Super- 
intendent Claude Purcell that school 
systems with the fastest growing en- 
rollments will get a just share of new 
classroom building funds certainly should 
be kept. 


It would be a matter of simple justice 
as well as wise policy for the state to 
begin apportioning its funds in line with 
population figures instead of mere geog- 
raphy and politics. Funds appropriated 
to education should be spent wh¢e the 
children are. 

Superintendent Purcell said that a for- 
mula is being considered which would 
allot about one-third of the money au- 
thorized by the last session of the Gen- 
eral Assembly to all school systems at the 
rate of $50 per year per state-allotted 
teacher. It must use this money for class- 
rooms if it still has classroom needs. Oth- 
erwise it may be applied to other items 
approved by the State Board of Educa- 
tion such as gymnasiums and audito- 
riums. 

The remaining two-thirds of the funds 
would be set aside strictly to build class- 
rooms wherever they are needed. 

The state board, says Dr. Purcell, will 
require that local systems match state 
funds up to 50 per cent of their bonding 
abilities. If they already have bonded 
themselves up to that level or more, they 
will not be required to match the state 
furids. 

Such a formula seems much fairer 
than any used in the past. By all means, 
classrooms should get priority, however, 
over such things as gymnasiums and au- 
ditoriums. No children should be without 
classrooms at the expense of nonessentials. 

As for local matching requirements, 
surely this is fair, too. Districts which 
have had.rapid enrollment increases since 
1952 have had to bond themselves to the 
hilt without contributions from the state. 
Growing systems declare the state owes 
them millions under Minimum Founda- 
tion Program commitments for capital im- 
provements which have been frozen since 
that date. 

It would be the height of injustice 
to neglect our obligations to growing sys- 
tems and to the children themselves. It 
is’ estimated that 83 per cent of enroll- 
ment increases since 1952 have been con- 
centrated in 37 systems. The remaining 
systems on the whole have had no class- 
rgom problem. 

- While there are many knotty prob- 
lane of school administration yet to be 
sdived, none are more important than 
working out a system of financing which 
will yield maximum dividends to the 
end product of education.

The U. S. House of Representatives 
has voted an all-too-mild bill to ban th- 
fluence peddling by retired military of- 
ficers. As it now stands the bill would 
provide that any officer taking a selling 
job with such a firm within two years 
of retirement shall forfeit his retirement 
pay for two years. 


Rep. F. Edward Hebert (D-La) is 
quite correct in saying the bill has only 
“baby teeth.” Considering the salaries 
some of these retired officers have been 
getting, such a penalty would be a*minor 
deterrent. 


Such action as has been taken comes 
about because of a situation which ap- 
proaches a major scandal. Even President 
Eisenhower has deplored it and has called 
for corrective action. 


The Hebert committee discovered, for 
instance, that 72 leading defense con- 
tractors had 1,426 former officers on 
their payrolls, 261 of them ex-generals 
or.ex-admirals. While no doubt many of 
them fully earn their pay, the implica- 
tion of influence peddling is plain. The 
fact of their being former officers with 
wide contacts within the services is all 
the evidence needed to cast grave sus- 
picion upon the practice.

tractors, drawing astronomical salaries. 

Rep. Hebert, whose investigations led 
to legislation, wants to strengthen the bill 
with criminal penalties. Unless this is 
done, the legislation as it stands is little 
better than none.

Lowell Mellet Served 
His Country Admirably 


Lowell Mellett is dead in Washington 
at 76 after a long illness. A former as- 
sistant to Franklin D. Roosevelt, who died 
15 years ago this month at Warm Springs, 
Mr. Mellett was a newspaperman most of 
his life. 

Under Mr. Roosevelt he held impor- 
tant executive positions. During the F.D.R. 
years he was director of the National 
Emergency Council, director of Govern- 
ment Reports and one of the directors of 
the Office of War Information. 


Because of the necessity for security 
and the fact that it often was necessary 
to hold back details of the progress of 
battles, or the whereabouts: of certain 
troops, Mr. Mellett frequently was as- 
sailed by the correspondents. He retained 
always a sense of humor and balance and 
kept the friendship of all:-After the 
Roosevelt administration he was a news- 
paper executive until ill health made it 
necessary for him to retire in 1956. 

He was a man of great integrity and 
pleasant personality with a gift for 
friendship and loyalty. That he was also 
a hard-working public servant was evi- 
dent all through the New Deal years.

Not since Adm. Horthy ran pre- 
war Hungary as a kingdom with 
neither sovereign’s crown nor ad- 
miral’s fleet have there been 
such paradoxical regimes as those 
of Franco and Salazar. Spain 
and Portugal thwart the political 
aspirations of their citizens in the 
name of calming and protecting 
them and dodge the question of 
what system shall succeed to the 
prevailing dictatorships. 

This question, always inevita- 
ble, is now becoming imminent 
as the two dictators age. And it 
is of particular interest to the 
United States for we are allied 
to Portugal through NATO and to 
Spain through our military base 
agreement. We pray, therefore, 
that the eventual transition can 
occur peacefully and tend to- 
wards more democratic forms. 

Don Juan, with whom Washing- 
ton for long maintained shame- 
fully slender contacts, shares this 
concern. He intends, if and when 
he gains his throne, to work for 
a British monarchic system 
where ‘‘Nobody ever mentions the 
royal question and even the So- 
cialists accept the queen.”’ But his 
first problem is not how to ad- 
minister his heritage but how to 
win it. 

Fourteen years ago Franco 
told me: “I am a 
monarchist. The traditional meth- 
ods of Spain are monarchic. A 
modern form of. monarchy could 
achieve the methods of a presi- 


dential regime and still conserve 
the advantages of stability.”’ But 
he hastened to add it was “im- 
possible to fix a date’’ for such 
a switch. As if to stress -his 
doubts, he arrested several lead- 
ing monarchists a few days later. 

Under his statute of 1947 the suc- 
cession would go to a sovereign at 
least 30 years of age and pledged 
to continue Franco's basic laws. 
Last year the dictator told me: 
‘The monarchy would have to 
accept the prevailing system,” al- 
though he remarked that Don 
Juan was “the obvious and only 
heir to the Spanish throne.”’ 

The trouble is that Don Juan 
himself, while by far the strong- 
est of all Bourbon claimants, in- 
sists he will sigr no ‘‘contract’’ 
with Spain's present ruler agree- 
ing to continue the present au- 
tocracy. 

If Franco waits for change until 
he is forced out by death, Don 
Juan counts upon his supporters 
in the army to help install him 
no matter what the dictator 
plans. 

Meanwhile, the Communists 
themselves make feverish efforts 
to penetrate the discontented 
Spanish masses. Most of these 
have little use for Moscow. But, 
frustrated ‘ and impoverished, 
they crave for the change they 
cannot have. And fearfully they 
remember how Europe once went 
to war on the issue of Spanish

His suit charged that some of 
the news accounts about burglary 
charges which were made against 
him and later dismissed were not 
accurate and truthful and thus 
were not privileged. 

Suttles contends that publication 
of the articles, editorials and car- 
toons was malicious and ‘‘deprived 
(him) of his right to pursue his 
occupation as a policeman.”
